Minister Seeks Delay. 


The Italian Minister has been re- 
quested by Emperor Haile Selassie 
to leave Addis Ababa immediately. 
The Emperor asked that other 
Italian legation officials depart 
with the Minister. The legation, he 
declared, had kept its radio com- 
munications in use after being re- 
quested to desist. 

In a letter the Emperor said the 
Minister’s presence was embarras- 
sing, especially since the League of 
Nations’ Council had ruled Italy 
was the aggressor. 


Vinci-Giglhiucci conferred with the 
Belgian Minister, dean of the diplo- 
matic corps, and informed him of 
Haile Selassie’s decision.

Justices.

that only in the success of minor 
league teams can the perpetua- 
tion of the majors be guaranteed. 
With no good young players com- 
ing up, the view is taken by some 
that baseball is dying at the 
roots. . 
That, of course, is an alarmist 
view. The facts explain in part 
why there are s0 few players 
considered worth drafting. One 
of these is that the most desir- 
able players are sold before draft 
time comes around and for far 
more money than the draft price. 
Another significant fac{ is that 
major league clubs have gone 
into the chain’ store business 


HE way of a promoter with 
his ticket prices, would have 
puzzled Solomon. 

Why, for example should a 
promoter establish a_ scale of 
tickét prices and then play ring- 
around-a-rosy with them by such 
subterfuges as “courtesy” tickets, 
“two-for-one” tickets and other 
make-shifts designed to reduce 
the price to the consumer, with- 
out appearing to reduce the ac- 
tual scale? 

The practice began in this city 
some years ago when a boxing 
promoter first issued a slip stat- 
ing that a reserved seat could 
be obtained by presenting the 
slip, with 40 cents, before a cer- 
tain hour. 

That went over big, especially 
in wrestling when, at one time 
scale prices went as high as $3.30 
ringside. The result of this was 
that although no ticket was sup- 
posed to be sold at less than 
$1.10, the gross receipts occasion- 
ally showed the average ticket 
price to be less than one dollar. 

Benny Kessler, promoter of am- 
ateur shows, now has in addi- 
tion to a 40-cent “courtesy” tick- 
et a ‘“‘two-for-one” proposition 
whereby for the price of one 
$1.25 ticket, plus the tax on a 
single ticket, the purchaser will 
receive TWO tickets of $1.25 
value. :

Why Not Cut Prices? 


INCE the net result of all 

these devices is to reduce the 
average ticket price, one wor- 
ders why all the involved selling 
complexities are necessary, when 
the same result could be achieved 
by lowering the ticket scale as 
a whole? 

The public and the promoters 
would be saved a lot of trouble. 

Of course there are two other 
angles. There are some tickets 
sold at the regular scale prices, 
which swell the receipts. They 
are the choicer ringside seats. 

Then there is also the advan- 
tage of the slip system, which 
yields a bigger advance sale and 
takes the pressure off the hox 
office windows at the hour of the 
contest. 


The average cash customer 
would, apparently, be better 
pleased if the prices were cut 
outright.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


_ Favors Consumers’ Co-Operatives. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
any people must have been interest- 
ed in the report you published Sun- 
day, Sept. 29, of the conclusions of the 
Brookings Institution. 

Previously, the institution had found 
“that the excess capacity of the produc- 
tion machinery could be more than util- 
ized if the wants of the people could be 
satisfied. These wants, however, could 
not be satisfied because the mass of the 
population did not have the money to 
pay for the desired goods.” 

It is as though the needed goods were 
like apples dangling in the air at a height 
too great for the people to reach them. 
Someone outside this earth would be 
much amused to see that while all of the 
people need certain things, a few who 
have owned the means of production are 
now holding the needed goods at a point 
where the rest of their species cannot 
get at them. 

Why. couldn’t the people themselves 

who need the goods produce and distrib- 
ute those goods for themselves? It can 
be done. It has been done. In England, 
consumers have united, established their 
own retail stores, sufficient in number to 
justify the establishment of a wholesale 
agency which does the largest single 
business in Great Britain and which now 
engages in the production of many of 
the goods it handles. In the United 
States, there are 6500 consumers co-op- 
erative societies, now doing a business 
of over $1,000,000 a day. 

If the ultimate purpose of an economic 
system, as Dr. Moulton of the Brookings 
Institution states, is to raise the general 
level of material well-being, we must 
have an economics that makes this pur- 
pose its first consideration. We must 
have new persons start business with the 
understanding from the very beginning 
that they are going into it for the in- 
terests of the people. These new per- 
sons are the people themselves, i. e., the 
consumers. In St. Louis now, a group of 
consumers is beginning to go into busi- 
ness for this purpose. 

The Brookings Institution has given us 
its analysis of the defect that is the 
cause of the depression. Now we may 
remove this defect by constructive action.

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MR. HOOVER’S HAT.

A 
correspondent for a news service recently reported 
that Mr. Hoover employs a large staff of statisticians 
to scan affairs at Washington and a publicity direc- 
tor to keep him effectively in the news. All of which 
would indicate that he hasn’t flung ambition aside. 
A month or two ago, interviewed in Boston as to 
Mr. Hoover’s chances, William Allen White said his 
nomination was “inevitable or impossible.” The Palo 
Alto statesman, it would seem, is now and then ex- 
tending to “inevitable” a helping hand. 

PROTESTS AGAINST THE NEUTRALITY POLICY. 
It was to be expected that there would be protests 
against President Roosevelt’s neutrality proclama- 
tions.

Their 
business is not suspended, but it must be conducted 
at their own risk. If this results in higher insur- 
ance rates and increased overhead, they will be at 
no disadvantage with their competitors in other coun- 
tries, for similar conditions will exist thene. 

The country’s right to make a determined effort to 
remain at peace comes ahead of any commercial in- 
terests’ right to take a course that may drag us 


into war. 
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WHY AUSTRIA AND HUNGARY DISSENT. 

That rare quality, gratitude in international rela- 
tions, has shown itself at the Geneva deliberations 
over applying sanctions to Italy. The solid front of 
nations that favor taking steps to curb the aggressor 
has been broken by the refusal of Austria and Hun- 
gary to accept the report favoring collective action. 

Austria, in particular, owes a debt of gratitude to 
Mussolini. He has been its most. steadfast defender 
against the annexationist ambitions of Hitler Ger- 
many, for he does not relish the idea of having a 
strong neighbor on his northern border. He has 
aided Prince Starhemberg, Austria’s present power 
behind the throne, with money and diplomatic sup- 
port. It was little more than a year ago, in fact, 
shortly after the assassination of Dollfuss, that Mus- 
solini massed 48,000 men just south of the Austrian 
border, and warned Hitler not to commit aggression 
against an independent nation in words much re- 
sembling those he himself has recently received 
because of his movements against Ethiopia. 

The trade relations of Italy with Austria and Hun- 
gary have been close. Mussolini has a treaty of alli- 
ance with Hungary, and has been sympathetic toward 
its claims for revision of the Treaty of Trianon, 
which despoiled that country of much territory and 
wealth. A year ago, he was supporting Hungary in 
the controversy with Yugoslavia following the assas- 
sination of King Alexander. 

Both nations are so heavily in Mussolini’s debt, and 
so dominated by him, that it is not surprising to find 
them on his side of the debate at Geneva. It is incon- 
ceivable, however, that the Austro-Hungarian mouse 
can save the Italian lion from the meshes of sanctions.

WIRES OF DEATH. 
Gen. Hugh Johnson suggests a WPA project which 
will be unanimously approved—the removal of ele- 
vated wires from the vicinity of air ports. The point 
doesn’t have to be labored. The take-off and landing 
are the danger spots in air travel. There an unob- 
structed right of way is imperative.

Do Sanctions Mean War? 


Not necessarily, is British journal’ reply to question in debate over action against 
Italy; mulitary sanctions are war, it says, and blockade has grave dangers; but 
embargo on munitions, boycott of Italian exports and refusal of loans would, in 
its view, be effective and safe, though such steps should have been taken earlier.

HE phrase, “Sanctions means war,” has 
7 found wide currency during the past few 

weeks. How far is the cry based on 
truth? That some types of sanctions may 
mean war is, of course, quite obvious. But 
there is a difference between what may and 
what must follow upon a given course of 
action; and what may be true of some types 
of sanctions need not be true of others. 

That military sanctions mean war is past 
dispute. They not merely mean war; they 
are war. The question is whether, apart 
from the use of military measures, there are 
workable and effective sanctions that can 
be used by a group of states against a 
“covenant-breaker,” and how far such sanc- 
tions, if applied, would be certain or likely 
to lead to war. 

Broadly, economic sanctions fall under 
four main heads: (1) embargoes on war sup- 
plies; (2) boycott of exports from the of- 
fending country; (3) refusal to supply goods 


. other than war supplies; (4) financial meas- 


ures. Other non-military sanctions include 

withdrawal of diplomatic and consular rep- 

resentatives, or even of “recognition,” cul- 

tural boycott by the prohibition of tourist 

traffic, refusal of passports and visas, and 

so on. These latter have little importance. 
* ” ~ 

The most obvious application of economic 
sanctions is the refusal of war supplies. It 
is ridiculous to suggest that this, taken by 
itself, must lead to war, at any rate unless 
“war supplies” are interpreted in so wide a 
sense as to amount to a general economic 
boycott. For the present, we mean by war 
supplies actual finished arms—munitions of 
war, and also raw or semi-finished materials 
destined for use in making finished arms. 
Here we at once encounter a difficulty. 

An embargo on finished arms is easy 
enough, but most unlikely to be effective 
if the same arms are allowed to go out 
three-parts or even half-finished, to receive 
their last touches in the factories of the 
importing country. Any effective embargo 
on arms should apply to unfinished as well 
as to finished gupplies. But how unfinished? 

The farther back one goes from the fin- 
ished weapon, the harder it becomes to iden- 
tify materials destined for use in making it. 
Swords and plowshares, or their modern 
equivalents, are not made of wholly differ- 
ent materials. Is the offending country to 
be allowed to import as much nickel as it 
has been in the habit of importing before, 
or none at all? None at all, if the boycott 
is to be effective: for otherwise supplies will 
be diverted from peaceful to wdrlike uses. 
There is no logical stopping point between 
an embargo limited to identifiable weapons 
and something approaching a general em- 
bargo on exports to the offending country. 
If the League decides to attempt such an 
embargo, it will not find it easy to draw up 
an agreed list. 

Boycott of all exports from the offending 
country raises far less formidable difficul- 
ties. It hampers the country, even if it is 
not applied by all states: and it could hardly 
be treated as a casus belli. Its disadvantage 
is that it is bound to be unpopular with the 
exporters trading in the market affected. 
The measure will damage some of the coun- 
tries applying it far more than others. I¢ 
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has, however, -the great advantage of being 
perfectly peaceable, impossible to evade and 
effective to a large extent even if some 
countries refuse to apply it. It can cer- 
tainly be used, in conjunction with an em- 
bargo on the export of munitions and key 
war materials, without the likelihood that 
it will lead to war. 

Financial measures include refusal to 
lend, without which the effects of a refusal 
to import goods from the offending country 
might be largely neutralized. They include 
also refusal to allow the money markets 
of the states applying sanctions to be used 
for the purpose of indirect borrowing bv the 
offending country through third parties. 
These measures, too, can be taken without 
involving the countries that take them in 
war with the offending state. 

* * * 

The difficulties become greater when we 
consider measures under the third head— 
a general refusal of supplies. Is this to be 
applied to foodstuffs and other absolute 
necessaries, as well as to other goods? If 
so, unless the offending staté is largely self- 
sufficient, serious humanitarian considera- 
tions at once arise, at any rate if the boy- 
cott is anything like general among other 
states. But if some states go on supplying 
the offender, the entire effect is likely to 
be destroyed. A partial boycott of a coun- 
try’s exports can be effective; a boycott on 
imports to it, applied only by some coun- 
tries, very seldom can. 

This leads to the suggestion that the boy- 
cott on supplies to the offending country 
should be enlarged into a positive blockade, 
including a refusal to allow supplies from 
any source to be carried in. But blockades 
cannot be effective without the. presence of 
armed force. They involve the risk both 
of embroilment with “neutrals,” and of 
armed opposition by the state to which they 
are applied. They must, unless the offender 
is really self-sufficient, lead either to war 
or to complete surrender. To this extent. 
it is true that this particular sort of sanc- 
tion does “mean war.” 

If, then, we are looking for economic sanc- 
tions that do not involve war, we shall do 
well to concentrate our attention on the first. 
second and fourth heads, and to behave very 
cautiously in seeking to apply sanctions of 
the third sort. The question then is whether 
sanctions of these three kinds are likely to 
be of sufficient effect to be worth using. 

* ¥ ” 

In the present case of Italy, it is unlikely 
that an embargo on arms and a limited 
range of other supplies of use in war could 
by itself produce any rapid effect at this 
stage. If it were to be effective, it would 
have to be applied when war preparations 
were beginning, not when they were already 
to all intents and purposes complete. Even 
now, if Ethiopia proved able to hold out 
for years, they.might in the end be effec- 
tive. But that involves contemplating the 
toleration of a long war at best, and more 
probably the crumbling of Ethiopian resist- 
ance long before there has been time for 
the embargo to affect the situation. 

Economic sanctions must, then, include an 
embargo on the export of munitions: but 
they wl be wholly ineffective for a long

Dale and Goldie Stamper Get 
19 Years for Killing Ralph 
Fulcham. 


‘Dale Stamper, former conviet 
and associate of Shelton gangsters, 
and his wife, Goldie, were founda 
guilty by a jury at Edwardsville 
today of the murder of Ralph 
Fulcham four years ago and sen- 


tenced to 19 years in the peniten- 
tiary each. 

When the verdict was read Mrs. 
Stamper, who is 32 years old and 
Was not arrested until the case 
was brought to trial, smiled at her 
husband. Stamper, 38, turned to 
the Court and inquired: “Has a 
man no right to say something for 
himself?” Circuit Judge A. D. 
Reiss, noting that Stamper’s law- 
yer, Harold Bandy, was not in 
court, informed the defendant that 
Bandy would be given an oppor- 
tunity of speaking for him later. 

_ Killing in November, 1931. 

Fulcham, an East Side bootlegger, 
was taken in an automobile to an 
East St. Louis hospital early on 
the morning of Nev. 7, 193. by a 
companion, Ernie Davis. Fulcham, 
shot twice in the head, was pro- 
nounced dead, and Davis was treat- 
ed for a bullet wound of the face. 
A revolver was on the seat beside 
Fulcham’s body. Davis said they 
had been fired on by several men 
on a lonely road near Fairmount 
Race Track. 

Authorities learned that Fulcham 
and Davis had been at the home 
of the Stampers, near the _ race 
track, with several other men and 
that there had been trouble. Mur- 
der indictments were returned 
against Mr. and Mrs. Stamper and 
Dode Flannigan. A nolle prosequi 
was entered yesterday for Flanni- 
gan when investigation showed that 
he was in jail on a traffic charge 
on the night of the shooting. 

Reluctant Witness 

Davis was chief witness for the 
State. Reluctantly he teld how 
he and Fulcham drove to the 
Stamper home in the automobile of 
John Kyro, an associate, from 
whom they had become separated 
following a fight there earlier in 
the evening. As they pounded on 
the door demanding information 
concerning Kyro two men stepped 
from concealment and ordered 
them back into the car, Davis re- 
lated. 

One man rode with him and 
Fulcham as a guard, while the sec- 
ond followed in another machine, 
Davis testified. The cars turned 
into a side road and stopped. The 
men ordered Fulcham to lower his 
head, and fired two shots into the 
top of his skull, Davis testified. 

“They ordered me to lower my 
head, saying that I was going to 
get the same,” Davis told the jury. 
“I pleaded with them, telling them 
that I was not ready to die. One 
of them fired a shot. The bullet 
hit me in the face, and I passed 
out. When I came around the fel- 
lows had left.” 

In reply to questions the witness 
said he did not know the murder- 
ers.

The meat juice treatment—called 
zomotherapy — was introduced by 
Prof. Charles Richet in 1900, and 
was based on the successful results 
of feeding dogs which had been in- 
oculated with tuberculosis. Fuster 
had recommended raw meat and al- 
cohol for tuberculosis as far back as 
1865. 

Subsequent experiments indicated 
that the virttfes of the raw meat re- 
side in the meat juice and not in the 
fibres. Furthermore, the beneficial 
results are not due to excessive food 
intake or stuffing because they can 
be obtained from a daily dose of 
half a glass to a glass of (50-100 
c. c.) of meat juice. 

While not used very extensively 
in this country for anything, zomo- 
therapy is considerably used in En- 
gland and the continent for anemia, 
neurasthenia, latent or incipient tu- 
berculosis and during convalescence. 

The juice should be obtained fresh 
by expression from raw beef or Car- 
nine Lefrancq.* Carnine Lefrancq is 
the juice of raw beef concentrated 
in a vacuum. A tablespoon repre- 
sents the amount of juice in three 
ounces of raw meat.
